Large delegations from this city 
took part in the celebrations in the 
outside sections, and it is expected a 
generous return compliment will be 
given to this city at its celebration 
this year. 

Invitations will be extended to or¬ 
ganizations of every character in San 
Mateocounty to attend and thus make 
the celebration a distinctively county 
one. 

The Enterprise would respectfully 
ask that the press of the county give 
this celebration generous publicity, as 
it has done for all events of this char¬ 
acter in other parts of the county.

shows, at least two riding devices 
which consist of a Ferris wheel and 
merry-go-round, chariot races, all ad¬ 
vertising, wiring and globes for elec¬ 
tric illuminations, the committee to 
pay for electric current. The com¬ 
pany will pay a liberal commission to 
the committee out of the gross receipts 
of all shows and concessions, which 
will be turned over to the local fire de¬ 
partment after all necessary expenses 
have been paid. 

The amusement committee was 
authorized to enter into a contract with 
the carnival company for J uly 1st, 2d, 
od and 4th. 

One of the special features of the 
celebration this year will be a parade 
of rough riders under the command ol 
Colonel Peter Lind.

A contest for carnival queen and 
goddess of liberty will soon be started, 
which will be under the control of the 
carnival committee. The popular 
young lady of this city receiving 
most votes will be selected queen and 
the one receiving the next highest 
vote to be goddess of liberty. 

It is desired that those who wish to 
contest should send their names to 
the carnival committee soon as possi¬ 
ble. A nominal charge will be made 
for each vote.

San Francisco’s men of power and 
influence in the business world have 
finally awakened to the fact that what 
is of advantage to San Mateo county 
will redound to their credit and pros¬ 
perity. 

The result is that after a lengthy and 
often disheartening campaign stretch¬ 
ed over many weeks, the San Mateo 
County Development Association has 
secured the endorsement of the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce of two projects in 
which the people of San Mateo county 
are vitally interested—lower transpor¬ 
tation rates and good roads. Recently 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
passed two resolutions—the first com¬ 
mending the efforts of the boosters to 
secure lower transportation rates and 
urging the civic bodies of San Fran¬ 
cisco to give a hearing to the boosters’ 
representatives on these matters, and 
the second calling upon the Highway 
Commission to construct the great 
state road between San Francisco to 
San Jose at the earliest possible mo¬ 
ment. 

Road problems are progressing 
steadily. At a caucus of the munici¬ 
pal delegates that will meet with the 
Highway Commission at Sacramento 
on March 21st held in San Mateo 
Wednesday evening, Henry T. Scott 
of Hillsborough was named as the 
chairman of the committee, and the 
plans of procedure that will be follow 
by the committee at Sacramento fully 
discussed.

It is one of the incongruities of the 
beauty search that women will spend 
the greater part of an hour before 
their glass, attempting to aid nature in 
her good intentions and conceal her 
little malices, only to destroy the 
whole carefully built structure by 
frowns and grimaces. 

This futile attempt at facial art is 
like veiling an exquisite picture with 
an air of heaviness and foreboding, 
painting it in wonderful colors and 
then drawing across the fair surface 
harsh black lines. Streak the greatest 
masterpiece' with dark pencil marks, 
dim its luster with a dull gray atmos¬ 
phere, and it becomes a thing of ugli¬ 
ness, without value and without charm 

The face is nature’s canvas of beauty 
upon which she spreads the colors of 
her pnllette according to the wisdom 
of the owner. She does her best, and 
if we choose to mar the result with 
wrinkled brow, deep furrows and fine 
lines the blame should be placed 
where it rightfully belongs. Notice 
that nine business women out of every 
ten force two deep frown lines be 
tween the eyebrows. This is done in 
a mistaken effort to appear serious, 
perhaps to give an impression of deep 
thought and mental gymnastics. As a 
mntter of fact, it succeeds only in 
creating an air of extreme unrest. No 
conversation, business or social, is im 
pressive unless accompanied by per¬ 
fect harmony and poise. Frowns are 
not indicative of great mentality, as 
all the world is aware brains are not 
dependent upon facial contortions. 

These frown lines often come from a 
constant state of worry. They are the 
outward and visible signs of the trou¬ 
ble borrowers, the people who carry an 
umbrella no matter how sunny the 
skies. One girl of extraordinary beauty 
spoiled the whole effect of her perfect 
contour and coloring by frowning a 
deep ugly line just above the bridge 
of her nose. No amount of massage or 
electrical treatment availed in the 
eradication of this disfigurement, for 
no sooner would the line begin to grow 
dim than she would return to the old 
habit. 

Long lines acros? the brow, the re¬ 
sult of elevating the eyebrows to as¬ 
sist in conversation, is a common mis¬ 
take against which too much cannot be 
said. These seams continue to grow 
deeper with each year until they be¬ 
come fixed and dark, carrying with 
them the appearance of age and anx¬ 
iety.

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THE PENINSULA 

The struggle between a group of an- 
nonymous financiers and the United 
Railroads for rights of way for an 
electric road skirting the foothills of 
the Peninsula gives promise that a 
long-fell want is likely to be supplied. 

It is indeed one of the marvels of 
our business world that the opportu¬ 
nities offered by the Peninsula have 
been almost altogether neglected 
while millions on millions have been 
poured into the task of providing 
transportation for similar territory 
across the bay. it is but another in¬ 
stance of the principle that finance is 
just as imitiative as anything else and 
that money is more apt to flow into 
a field that is already well supplied 
than into one where the opportunities 
are untried. 

The foothill territory of San Mateo 
county is unsurpassed for surburban 
residence, but it has been held back 
for want of cheap and quick transpor¬ 
tation. When this is supplied it will 
grow as rapidly as the enterprising 
communities across the bay. 

The new roads that are planned will 
do something to meet the needs of 
this section if they are run on the 
liberal plans that have built up the 
transbay lines. But the problem of 
getting a route for swift transporta¬ 
tion out of the city is even more impor¬ 
tant than that of securing a right of 
way through Han Mateo county. 
Today the United Railroads car to 

Han Mateo city takes more time to 
get out of the city limits than on all 
the rest of its run. I n short, we have 
no provision inside city limits for 
rapid transit and that is-something 
we must have before there can be ade¬ 
quate transportation to the south. 

Mayor Rolph requested BionJ. Ar¬ 
nold lo make suggestions upon this 
part of our problems when he reports 
on our street railroad plans. Beyond 
question we shall have to spend -i 
large amount of money on this service 
—probably to the extent of cutting 
one or more avenues to the county doe 
and laying railroad tracks that will 
provide for express train service to 
the suburbs.—The Examiner.

etc., have to be kept in perfect condi¬ 
tion all of the time. Fourteen electri¬ 
cally operated sewing machines are 
running steadily eight hours of every 
six week days. These machines have 
been so constructed that a hole in a 
piece of table linen can be darned so 
well that it is sometimes impossible 
to detect the stitches from the original 
weave. 

-Every piece of soiled linen, as it is 
brougnt in from a trip, is counted. It 
is again counted when it goes to the 
laundry and another careful count and 
inspection takes place when it is re¬ 
turned. Women do all of this work. 
A majority of the women employes 
who handle this linen were dependent 
upon railroad men who have been 
maimed or killed in the railroad ser¬ 
vice and the Southern Pacific, in em¬ 
ploying women for this work, gives 
preference to the dependent relatives 
of those men who have been injured or 
killed in the service.

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MRS. MOORE ASKS 
LARGEALLOWANCE 

Needs $1100 Monthly to Meet 
Expenses 

In order to properly conduct her | 
household Mrs. Lillian L. Moore, 
widow of the late J. J. Moore, capital¬ 
ist and clubman, who was killed in a 
pistol duel with Chauffeur Stanley R. 
Timothy, near San Mateo, requires 
$1100 a month. Her petition for a 
family allowance was heard before 
Judge H. Ruck at Redwood City and 
in her testimony she presented a list 
of items showing that this amount was 
necessary to maintain her home. 

Mrs. Moore based her estimates on 
the family expenses for the two years 
prior to Moore's death. In her divorce 
suit Mrs. Moore testified that the 
family expenses often ran as high as 
$2500 monthly, but she is calculating 
her present need with the elimination 
of many luxuries that were indulged 
in when Moore was alive. 


Judge George Buck of Redwood City, 
after considering the will contest pa¬ 
pers filed by Mrs. J. J. Moore against 
the probating of the will of her late j 
husband, who cut her off with a single j 
dollar, handed down a decision as fob ! 
lows: “The evidence presented in 

this matter is far from satisfactory. 
There is no showing made as to 
whether or not the petitioner will re¬ 
side in the former family home at the 
expense of the estate. However, as it 
is the duty of the court to make pro- ! 
vision for the present needs of the 
petitioner, until the return of the in¬ 
ventory herein it will be the order of 
the court that petitioner he allowed 
the sum of $500 per month.” This is 
a gain of $200 per month for Mrs. 
Moore, who was allowed $300 per 
month temporary alimony in the di¬ 
vorce proceedings, which has held 
since Moore's death. 


TERSE CALIFORNIA NEWS 


Heavy rains in the Sacramento val¬ 
ley and continued snowfall in the foot¬ 
hills and the Sierra Nevada moun¬ 
tains are reported. 

Founder’s day, which is also the 
birthday of the late Senator Leland 
Stanford, was observed at Stanford 
Unversity March 9. 

The land show beautiful, typifying 
the advance made in the horticultural, 
agricultural and commercial welfare 
of Southern California, has opened at 
Fiesta Park, Los Angeles, with a great 
gathering of people. 

Motocyclists are out after the South¬ 
ern Pacific’s scalp again. The com¬ 
pany has established a rate of 10 cents 
for every motocycle carried between 
Oakland and San Francisco, even when 
in charge of its owner. 

The cantaloupe crop of the Imperial 
valley will break all records. The 
yield of melons is expected to be 50,- 
000,000 and it is estimated that 2600 
cars will be required to transport the 
crop to the market centers. 

According to information given out 
by the Stockton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, the potato growers of San Joa¬ 
quin county may soon combine and 
erect a factory for the manufacture of 
potato flakes, a by-product now being 
used extensively for feeding cattle and 
swine. 

Damage estimated at $25,000 was 
done in Ventura by a cloudburst. The 
stores on the principal street were 
flooded, the thoroughares were filled 
with water and the storm sewers, 
which cost $15,000, were torn up. The 
railroad line between Ventura and 
Nordhoff was washed out in two 
places. 

Mercilessly pounded by the most 
terrific southeaster that has struck 
that section of the coast in many 
years, the oil steamer Rosecrans was 
driven on the rocks at Alcatraz, half 
a mile south of Gaviota. As a result 
two lives were lost and the steamer is 
so badly damaged that there is no 
hope of saving her. 

Zollie Clements, confessed murderer 
of five men, has been taken to Stock- 
ton from Sacramento and lodged in 
the County Jail. Much secrecy marked 
the transfer of the prisoner. Clements 
was very weak and came near faint¬ 
ing on the car. He complained con¬ 
siderably of his wounded arm, but 
talked freely with the officers. He 
will be tried in April for the murder 
of William H. Newman. 

J. A. Angle and H. C. Bell were 
candidates for the honor of keeping 
the town records in Willows.

The baby was dashed 
from its mother’s arms, but she man¬ 
aged to grasp it again, and catching [ 
some of the wreckage from the house, J 
kept, afloat with it until the sudden | 
flood subsided, leaving them stranded 
at the mouth of the gorge. 

For the first time since the render¬ 
ing of a Supreme Court decision two 
years ago making retroactive the de¬ 
portation laws, several persons were 
sent out of San Francisco who have 
resided in the country for longer than 
the three-year limit governing the per- | 
sons of other callings. Hereafter it 
is said that it will be no novelty for 
persons who are making their living 
through the social evil to face depor¬ 
tation, if aliens, no matter what the 
length of their residence in the United 
States. The ruling not only applies to 
women living a life of shame, but also 
to those who work in such establish¬ 
ments as housekeepers and cooks, and 
those who live from the earnings of 
these women. 

Frank Anderes of San Francisco, 
who was slightly bitten by a pet dog 
about four weeks ago, is dead at the 
German Hospital under conditions that 
indicate death may have resulted from 
rabies or hydrophobia. Mayor Rolph, 
as chief office • of the city, interested 
himself in the case, and at his request 
a guinea pig and a rabbit were inocu¬ 
lated with the blood from Anderes’ 
body, but it will require fully two 
weeks for the disease to develop, if 
at all. Anderes’ brain was removed 
by the autopsy surgeons and a portion 
of it was taken to Berkeley, where a 
microscopical examination was made, 
revealing the presence of the negri 
germ, which is only found in bodies 
infected with hydrophobia.

DOG POISONERS 
MENAGECHILDREN 

Candy Containing Cyanide Is 
Thrown in Yards 

The finding of poisoned candy and 
other foods thrown apparently by dog 
poisoners into back yards throughout 
Oakland, has been reported to Com¬ 
missioner of Health and Public Safety 
F. C. Turner by several parents, who 
said that the lives of children were 
imperiled by this practice. R. Reuter, 
a member of the Fire Department, re¬ 
ported that he had rescued his little 
son from a horrible death by snatch¬ 
ing from him a piece of candy he was 
on the point of putting into his mouth. 
•Reuter had the candy analyzed and it 
was found to contain cyanide of po¬ 
tassium. More than fifty dogs have 
been killed by the poisoners since 
Health Officer Ewer reported a dan¬ 
ger of an epidemic of rabies in Oak¬ 
land. The poison is concealed in 
candy, raisins and other sweet stuffs.

Large Force of Revolters Cause 
Terror in Provinces 

The situation at Canton, where re¬ 
volters under Luk, a brigand chief, are 
endeavoring to oust the local and pro¬ 
vincial governments, is regarded by 
the consular authorities at Hongkong 
as more alarming. European mission¬ 
aries have been ordered to quit the 
territory at once. 

Several British boats are waiting at 
their piers in Canton. On account of 
the danger of sudden trouble they are 
keeping up steam, ready to depart on 
the instant. The gunboats stationed 
off Canton are cleared for action, and 
even the stokers are armed. 

The fighting at Canton began with 
an attack by brigands several days 
ago and has continued constantly ever 
since in various parts of the suburbs. 
The number of persons killed or seri¬ 
ously wounded thus far is estimated 
by refugees at between 100 and 350. 

The followers of Luk are meeting 
with stubborn resistance and one of 
their chiefs has been captured by the 
loyal troops. The Hongkong Govern¬ 
ment is keeping itself fully advised of 
the situation. 

That a thousand decapitations have 
taken place in Peking and Tien tsin in 
the last week is officially admitted. 
Bodies lie in groups in agonized atti¬ 
tudes, the heads, literally hacked off, 
lying where they rolled. 

Yuan Shi Kai formally was inaugu¬ 
rated Provisional President of the re¬ 
public of China in the presence of a 
great gathering of delegates in the 
Foreign Office at Pekin. The cere¬ 
mony was solemn—almost pathetic— 
and typical of China’s transition.

OROZCO HAS 
LOWERED DUTIES 


That the Mexican Government will 
wait for Orozco to carry the fight to 
Torreon is regarded as doubtful. The 
strengthening of the garrison at Tor¬ 
reon and the apparent loyalty of Gen¬ 
eral Geronimo Trevino, commander of 
the military zone, with headquarters 
at Monterey, are taken as indications 
that the Federals will take the offen¬ 
sive. 

All firearms and other munitions of 
war in Chihuahua must be surrendered 
to the rebels within three days or 
owners will be considered as “enemies 
of the revolution” and tried before a 
court-martial, according to a decree 
published by General Pascual Orozco. 

Import duties have been reduced 50 
per cent by Orozco. It refers to all 
foreign goods, except intoxicating 
liquors, and becomes effective imme¬ 
diately, a similar reduction being made 
in the stamp tax. 

No activity has yet characterized 
Salazar’s column, now camped before 
Santa Rosalia, the little town in the 
Camargo district, where a force of 
less than 200 Federals are awaiting 
attack. Salazar’s force, now number¬ 
ing more than 1000, is operating in the 
hills about the place, and an early 
forward movement is expected. 

It is possible that Salazar may de¬ 
lay attack until the arrival of a train 
bearing additional mounts for his men 
and 100 additional troops. 

The policy of Orozco is to Increase 
the attacking force to such a point 
that the Federals will see the useless¬ 
ness of resistance and yield without 
loss of life.

TONG WAR IS TO 
BEJESUMED 

Hop Sings Refuse to Accede 
to Proposed Terms 

The peace pact signed with such a 
flourish of trumpets before the Chi¬ 
nese Six Companies and the Chinese 
Consul-General, in San Francisco, was 
abrogated by the Hop Sing tong lead¬ 
ers, who refused to accede to the 
terms imposed by the Chinese Consul. 
As soon as this was made known the 
tongmen, who had been on the streets 
in anticipation of the formal declara¬ 
tion of peace, went into hiding and the 
headquarters of the various organiza¬ 
tions were closely harred. 

Consul-General Li Yung Yew noti¬ 
fied the Chief of Police that his efforts 
to make suitable peace terms had 
been of no avail and that the truce 
was at an end. Li requested that suit¬ 
able provision be made for the preser¬ 
vation of the lives of those Chinese 
not interested in the war, and Ser¬ 
geant Arthur D. Layne, in charge of 
the Chinatown squad, instructed his 
men to prepare for trouble. The 
“sharpshooter squad,” with instruc¬ 
tions to kill any Chinese found at¬ 
tempting murder, will probably be sent, 
into Chinatown. 

It. is understood that the Consul re¬ 
quested the Hop Sings to pay the sum 
of $1500 to the Sin Suey Yings and 
$1000 to the Suey Sings, and in addi¬ 
tion give up the men who killed Louie 
Fong on the evening of February 3d. 
These terms were refused and the war 
was then declared on again.

METAL SOCKETS FOR OLD POLES 

A pole is most subject to decay at 
the ground line. Hence, a company 
has recently devised a scheme for reno¬ 
vating the old poles by furnishing 
them with steel sockets at the ground 
line. The repairs can be effected with¬ 
out disturbing the electrical circuits. 
The pole is cut away at the decayed 
point and supported temporarily to 
one side. The stump is then removed 
and a steel socket is fitted into the 
ground. This is partly tilled with 
earth add then a thick grout is poured 
into the upper part. When the pole is 
slipped into this socket it causes the 
grout to squeeze up around the sides, 
making a perfect joint. 

The downtown committee of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, in 
accordance with a resolution adopted 
by the directors of the chamber, is 
vigorously opposing the continuatien 
of the so-called downtown tenderloin 
district by granting privileges to es¬ 
tablishments of questionable repute.

10 CO-OPERATE 
WITH PLAYGROUND 
MOVEMENT 


To co-operate with the great popular 
movement which is seeking to provide 
public playgrounds for the children in 
every city and town, the University of 
California has just announced special 
courses in playground work and phy¬ 
sical education for the next summer 
session, at Berkeley from June 24th to 
August 3d. 

The object is to train men and 
women to take charge of the public 
playgrounds which are springing up 
everywhere, to train teachers of physi¬ 
cal education, and to acquaint teachers, 
principals,andschool authorities with 
the best ways of conducting gymna¬ 
sium and school playgrounds. 

In one summer session much inspir¬ 
ation and suggestion can be obtained, 
and much insight into modern 
methods in playground work and 
gymnasium work, while by attend¬ 
ance upon three summer session a pro¬ 
fessional training can be obtained. 
Similar courses offered last summer 
by the university were enthusiastical¬ 
ly attended. Of the 1950 students in 
the summer session for 1911, over 600 
were enrolled for playground work 
and physical education. 

In charge next summer will be 
Everett C. Beach, M. I)., Director of 
Physical Education in Los Angeles 
High School. With him will be as¬ 
sociated Dr. William H. Anderson of 
New Haven, Conn., Director of the 
Vale University Gymnasium, Profes¬ 
sor Clark W. Hetherington, formerly 
Professor of Physical Education in 
the University ot Missouri, who now, , 
as Director of the Joseph Fels Endow-1 
ment in Play and Educational Athle-j 
tics, devotes himself to advancing the 
playground movement and to work 
for improving the standards of athletic 
sports and physicaleducation through¬ 
out the country, and ten other experts 
in physical education and playground 
work. 

Among the courses offered will lie j 
instruction in the organization of play¬ 
grounds, in elementary and advanced 
gymnastics, in anatomy, physiology', 
hygiene, physical diagnosis, lirst aid 
to the injured, in therapeutic gymnas¬ 
tics, and the health supervision of 
schools, in track and field athletics, 
in aesthetic gymnastics, and in folk 
dancing, the national dances of the 
European countries, and a course lor 
mothers, in the meaning of play, hy¬ 
giene of the nursery, and the care of 
the child in cases of accident. There 
will be a course in military instruc¬ 
tions, courses in gymnastic exercise, 
a course for those who wish to learn 
to swim, a course for the training of 
swimming instructors, and varied 
courses in the general administration 
of public playgrounds. In these 
courses, the students will use as a lab¬ 
oratory a children’s playground which 
will be maintained on the University 
campus throughout the summer. 
Here many hundreds of Berkeley 
children will be found playing every 
day. 

Due novel feature of this summer 
session work at Berkeley will be a 
course in the “Social Center” move¬ 
ment, a movement which recognizes 
that creation and opportunities for 
self-improvement are needed just as 
much by grown people as by children, 
and winch seeks to bring it about that 
the country and city schools shall not 
be locked up and left idle when school 
is out, but shall be used as clubhouses, 
lecture halls, and social centers for 
the whole community, which seeks to 
bring it about that lecture courses, 
and night classes for adults, club 
meetings, and use of the paras for 
athletic sports and outdoor games for 
all ages shall be available for young 
and old the year around, that thus the 
community may promote its own 
I health, intelligence, and zest of life.

enough sheds to house several hun¬ 
dred aeroplanes. The new scheme has 
aroused great public enthusiasm and 
each city is expected to contribute 
toward it. Last year in the United 
States, about $60,000 of a $125,000 ap¬ 
propriation was expended for aero¬ 
planes. It is to be hoped that our 
congressmen will take up the matter 
with some of the enthusiasm display¬ 
ed by the French, and that our govern- 1 
ment will not lag behind as it has 
done during the past year or two. Ger¬ 
many has appropriated $4,000,000 for 
aviation this year, and only last week 
when the British army estimates were 
were made public, it became known 
that Great Britain has set aside $400,- 
000 for this purpose. An international 
competiton for military aeroplanes, 
with prizes totaling $55,000, will be 
held in England next June.

STATESPAY HALF 

The topographic map resulting from 
the survey of an area by the United 
States Geological Survey becomes at 
once the “mother map” of that area. 

Many maps of the same area may be 
made subsequently, from ordinary 
schoolbook maps to special automo¬ 
bile or road maps, but they are usually 
based on the survey topographic map, 
which is tied to fixed points such as 
mountains and hills and referred for 
its various altitudes to mean sea level. 

Recognizing the great importance 
and value of such a basis map and tlie 
fact that the Federal Geological Sur¬ 
vey, with its trained and experienced 
topographic engineers, can most ac¬ 
curately and economically make the 
map, many of the states are co-operal- 
ing with the survey and coming for¬ 
ward with the state money to equal 
or more than equal the federal allot¬ 
ments. In other words, the states 
are turning over their money to the 
government survey in order to expe¬ 
dite the completion of their stale topo¬ 
graphic maps. Such co-operation 
between the United States Geological 
Survey and the state of Ohio was 
commenced in 1901, and since 
that date the state has appropriated 
$270,000 for the purpose, the federal 
government expending $233,000. The 
slate of West Virginia has appropria¬ 
ted for co-operative work $156,000 and 
the federal government $149,000. In 
Pennsylvania $168,237 has been ex¬ 
pended by the state and a like amount 
by the federal government. In Illi¬ 
nois co-operation was begun in 1905, 
and the state has since expended $77,- 
623 and the federal government $70,423. 

The state of California inaugurated in 
1903 a definite scheme of co-operation 
with the federal survey with a view to

The question of whether Norway 
owns the territory surrounding the 
South F>ole, 'vhioh has just been dis¬ 
covered by Captain Roald Amundsen, 
already is being discussed by authori¬ 
ties on international law covering the 
ownership 'of Arctic and Antarctic 
lands. 

Captain Roald Amundsen has added 
little to the information already cabled 
by him respecting his journey to and 
from the South Pole, but discussed the 
question of whether it is likely that 
he was preceded by his English rival, 
Captain Scott. He said: “I saw no 
trace whatever showing that Captain 
Scott had been at the Pole, hut it is 
possible that he had been there nnd 
had left some unsubstantial memori il 
which had afterward been destreyed 
by the storms.
